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Debate on the Persian 
Gulf situation

On Monday the 11th, 
ULowell sponsored a Gulf War 
debate between Noam Chom¬ 
sky of MIT and Scott Thomp¬ 
son of the Tufts/Harvard 
School of Law and Diplomacy. 
The debate took place in Cum¬ 
nock Hall, at 1 pm, and lasted 
until 2:35. The debate was 
simulcast on WJUL 91.5 FM. 

Noam Chomsky, who is a 
renowned linguist, represented 
the anti-administration views. 
Chomsky is well known for his 
criticisms of U.S. policy, and 
actions. Scott Thompson, a for¬ 
mer member of the Ford and 
Reagan Administration, pre¬ 
sented the pro-administration 
views. The moderator of the 
debate was Professor Fred 
Lewis, who has served as the 
Executive Director and also the 
President of the Faculty Union 
at the University. 

Lewis started off by say¬ 
ing “welcome to the mother of 
all debates.” Next he read a let¬ 
ter from President Hogan in 
which Hogan apologized for his 
absence and thanked the Gradu¬ 
ate Student Association, the 
SGA and the other Clubs for 
sponsoring the debate. 

Each speaker was given fif¬ 
teen minutes for his opening 
presentation, and Dr. Chomsky 
was the first to speak. Chom¬ 
sky started out with the topic of 
the new world order and the 


emerging nations. He said that 
we live in a tripolar economic 
system, and the U.S. is the only 
significant military power in 
the emerging new world order. 
This new system was caused by 
the collapsing of Soviet econo¬ 
my. 

Chomsky went on to list all 
past U.S. relations and support 
for tyrants in the past including 
Manuel Noriega and Saddam 
Hussein. He said that the U.S. 
chose to ignore Iraqi actions 
until they conflicted with our 
interests. Chomsky said 
"George bush was quite aware 
that Hussein is a murderous 
tyrant, but it was assumed he 
was our gangster”. 

He stated that when the U.S. 
confronts a weaker enemy it 
must not only defeat it but also 
defeat it rapidly and decisively. 
Otherwise, it would look 
embarrassing and undermine 
the already weak political sup¬ 
port for the U.S. 

He gave two main reasons 
for the need for a quick, deci¬ 
sive victory. The first reason is 
that it has to be done before any 
popular support for peace can 
develop at home. The other rea¬ 
son is that it sends a message to 
other third world countries and 
the world. The lesson taught to 
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Activity fee update

March 7, The Activity Fee 
Committee, formerly the Ad 
Hoc Committee, was presented 
with the budgets for WJUL, the 
Movie division, REALM, The 
student Loan Fund, and Tech 
Services. The committee is 
responsible for the disburse¬ 
ment of the activity fees on the 
student bills to activities on 
campus. The organizations pre¬ 
sent their budget proposals, and 
then the committee determines 
the allocations for each from 
fee moneys. 

Tricia Chapman, general 
manager of WJUL presented 
the radio station’s budget first. 
The only sizable increase from 
last years budget is for equip¬ 
ment improvement and mainte¬ 
nance. Also, moving WJUL 
and its transmitter to the top of 


Fox Hall was discussed and 
concerns over the cost were 
voiced. 

The budget for the Movie 
Division was presented by Bob 
Cejka. The Movie Division’s 
budget increased six hundred 
dollars for advertisement and 
the upkeep of the 40-50 year 
old projectors.The Movie Divi¬ 
sion pointed out that advertise¬ 
ment would be the first cost to 
be cut from their budget. Then 
if needed they would be forced 
to cut number of movies 
shown. 

Next, salaries for the book¬ 
keepers and neccessary supplies 
to handle the activities fee were 
moved into line items this year. 
Also presented were the bud¬ 
gets of Tech Services and 
REALM leadership program. 
Both these budgets had little or 
no increase from last year. 
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Question of conflict resolved

One of the major issues dis¬ 
cussed at the Student Govern¬ 
ment Association meeting on 
March 6, 1991 pertained to the 
Finance Committee and the 
International Relations Club. 
As reported in the Connector 
last week, there was a question 
of a conflict of interest involv¬ 
ing the FinCom committee and 
the International Relations 
Club. In brief, several senators 
were upset because Internation¬ 
al Relations Club President 
Dave Grinblatas and IR mem¬ 
ber Keith Neal, the only two 
attending members at the Fin¬ 
Com meeting, made a recom¬ 
mendation for the SGA to allo¬ 
cate funds to the IR club. Fel¬ 
low senators questioned 
whether this was a conflict of 
interest as defined by Robert’s 
Rules of Order - the proper pro¬ 
cedure the SGA follows. 

The three people, Grin¬ 
blatas, Neal and SGA Interim 
Treasurer Scott Baetz, at the 
center of the controversy 
believe the whole issue has 
been blown out of proportion. 


As Baetz explained, all Grin¬ 
blatas and Neal did was make a 
recommendation to the Senate, 
informing them that the Inter¬ 
national Relations Club needed 
money. According to SGA pro¬ 
cedure, a recommendation has 
to be made in order to introduce 
debate. The Senate, as a group, 
would decide whether or not 
the money would be allotted. 
The problem started when peo¬ 
ple didn’t understand that Grin¬ 
blatas and Neal were only mak¬ 
ing a recommendation and not a 
decision. 

Secretary of SGA, Henry 
Lewis, stated that if this issue 
had been handled internally a 
lot of problems could have been 
avoided. Grinblatas said that if 
Baetz felt there was a conflict 
of interest, he should have met- 
with him before Wednesday 
night’s SGA meeting and Grin¬ 
blatas would have withdrawn 
the motion. Baetz said he 
regretted not having the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak to Grinblatas 
before the meeting but he also 
had “full confidence in Dave 
and Keith’s decision.” Baetz 
did not think that a big deal 


would be made about a conflict 
of interest because FinCom 
only makes recommendations 
and is not a ruling body. He 
believes the real issue is if the 
SGA has the money to give the 
IR Club. Baetz also said that 
“everyone focused on Dave and 
Keith." Grinblatas and Neal 
showed that they did not wish 
this to be a conflict of interest 
by not lobbying and abstaining 
from the senate’s vote. 

Grinblatas agreed with 
Lewis that the problem should 
have been handled internally. 
He does not feel that there was 
any malice on anyone’s part but 
the bad press, which was a 
result of the meeting, could 
really hurt an academic part of 
ULowell that brings prestige to 
the school. The International 
Relations Club is an award win¬ 
ning group that competes with 
schools such as Harvard, 
Brown, Dartmouth and Prince¬ 
ton and Grinblatas believes that 
for the IR club to be viewed as 
being run by “less than honest

The Young Men’s Christian 
Association has been using ath¬ 
letics and exercise to combat 
many opponents since the orga¬ 
nization was founded in 1844. 
But the YMCA of today 
doesn’t need to combat the evil 
that men do as it did in those 
industrialization years in Lon¬ 
don. It is fighting a war against 
chrome and glitz night club- 
style hang-outs with weights 
tossed in for appearances. 

Look good. Feel good. Be 
healthy. Live longer. Shape the 
body you have always wanted 
to have. Slogans like these have 
been the weapons area Health 
Clubs have used to draw in a 
generation of people who are 
intent to catch the perfect 
dream. 

They have come setting up 
neon-lighting where towel 
racks once stood. Sand bags 
were replaced with computer¬ 
ized trainers. Boxers and 
wrestlers and body builders 
were replaced by hyper-thyroid 
musclemen who chew up 
steroids like after dinner mints 
for that quick answer to 
improperly cut triceps. 

Some things in life, howev¬ 
er, aren't willing to compromise 
themselves. “I’ve been to Holi¬ 
day and I’ve been to New You,” 
said Middlesex Community 
College psychology major 
Mike Bowen on Tuesday. 
Bowen and a friend of his from 
school were using the gym’s 
weight room. “Holiday is too 
pretty with its neon lights and 
New You is full of guys on 
steroids. I’ve been (coming to 
the YMCA) for four years and I 
like it here.” 

Lance Granger, Associate 
Executive Director for the 
YMCA, said that this attitude 
was typical of the people who 
come to the YMCA. “People 
who work out here are more 
serious and commit to a life¬ 
time of good exercise,” Granger 
said. 

The YMCA, which was 
originally created to provide 


to the EMT Society." 

The van will be stocked 
with first aid supplies, oxygen 
and a new semi- automatic car¬ 
diac defibrillator (the money 
for which was contributed by 
the Bookstore Associates). The 
device will allow the EMTs to 
countershock a patient in ven¬ 
tricular fibrillation, a dangerous 
heart rhythm common in most 
cardiac arrest cases. In the 
past, defibrillation has only 
been practiced in the field by 
highly trained paramedics. 
Two years ago, the state made 
available to basic EMTs this 
training and certification. On 
Monday the EMTs became cer¬ 
tified by the state to use the 
defibrillator. 

The Lowell based ambu¬ 
lance company donated the 
vehicle which has a value esti¬ 
mated at $12,000 in December 
of 1990. The representatives, 
Tom Von Jess and Ed Overn, 
said that since providing aid to 
the injured is Care’s primary 
concern, this donation will 
help facilitate their goal. 


young men who came to the 
cities for jobs with a moral 
guide of sorts, had set up many 
programs including bible read¬ 
ings, counselling and acrobatics 
to help work out frustrations. 

Todays YMCA serves both 
men and women, and in many 
cases their families as well, 
with a basketball court, a free 
weight room, racquetball and 
hand ball courts, a 75’ by 45’ 
pool, nautilus, a whirlpool, 
sauna, aerobics classes, a day 
care program and nursery 
school, and instructional classes 
for the entire family. 

Granger also said that kids 
in the area have the opportunity 
of visiting the YMCA’s summer 
day camp in Dunstable. With a 
complete outdoor program 
including a ropes course for the 
6- to 12-year-olds, the two 
week camp is a golden opportu¬ 
nity for young parents. 

“We really have a wide 
range of programs here,” 
Granger said. 

Tim Wooster, an Electrical 
Engineering major at the Uni¬ 
versity of Lowell also praised 
the facilities at the YMCA. “I 
like the convenience of it and 
it’s not that crowded,” Wooster 
said. “The ULowell gym isn’t 
really big enough for the people 
who go there.” 

“For college students it is 
affordable,” Granger said. A 
four month membership for stu¬ 
dents is $54. A full year’s 
membership is $130. 

There are currently 150 col¬ 
lege students out of the 3,919 
members of the YMCA. 

This is the third location in 
Lowell for the YMCA since it 
was first opened in 1867 on 
Hurd Street and Granger said 
that hand ball players from the 
last location on Merrimack 
Street, which was closed in the 
early seventies, still come here 
to play. 

“We’re kind of like a per¬ 
manent fixture in town. People 
who grew up at th6 YMCA 
keep coming back.”

third world countries is that 
they play along and not forget 
their service function, or they 
will be crushed. The message to 
the world is that force is to be 
the decisive element in running 
the world. 

Dr. Thompson then stepped 
up to the microphone to give 
his views. He started out by 
talking of the extensive efforts 
the U.S. goes through in lobby¬ 
ing for human rights. He men¬ 
tioned our efforts in South 
Africa where the U.S. is chiefly 
responsible for the changes that 
have taken place. He also stated 
that we were not fighting for 
democracy, and we are not 
always honest. The example 
given for this was the destruc¬ 
tion of the retreating Iraqi army. 

He conceded to Chomsky 
that the main reason we went to 
Iraq was to protect our interests 
in the region. 

Thompson said that most of 
the opposition to the war sprang 
from the notion that this would 
be another Vietnam. He stated 
that this could not have been

Pat Demers announced that 
he will be attending a hearing 
on higher education reorganiza¬ 
tion at the State House. Demers 
will be addressing the legisla¬ 
ture on Governor Weld's plan 
to drastically cut funding, 
which would devastate state 
colleges. Winston said “The 
cuts will have a definite impact 
on this university.” Steve 
Anstey asked Tom if the Sena¬ 
tors could be provided with 
information so the entire senate 
can plan a successful plan of 
attack. Tom said “Clearly in the 
past, we, the SGA, have made 
an impact so the SGA will do 
something.” He feels this way 
because he knows of many peo¬ 
ple who were unable to return 
to ULowell due to tuition and 
fee increases. More will be dis¬ 
cussed about this major issue at 
the next SGA meeting. 


another Vietnam, because the 
issues and objectives were 
clear. He also said that there 
could be one possible good out¬ 
come from this war, an 
Arab/Israeli summit. 

He then went on to discuss 
the new world order. The new 
order has been around since the 
first world war, but it has 
changed since the war in the 
Gulf. The other change came 
from the breakup of the 
U.S.S.R. Russia is no longer in 
a position to check U.S. actions 
against countries like Iraq. 

Thompson then gave a list 
of the things that he would like 
to see come out of the new 
world order. The first was the 
encouragement of regionalism. 
Next was a larger Japanese 
involvement (more specifically 
in the financial area). He also 
said that he hoped we would 
receive help in minimizing the 
destabilization resulting from 
the breakup of the U.S.S.R. He 
would also like to see a coali¬ 
tion of states. His last two were 
to keep working on the central 
issue of Democracy and to 
restore America’s economy to a 
healthy state. 


The Who’s Who Ceremony 
plans are going well. In the 
Governance report, Henry 
Lewis said that elections are 
soon and he stressed the fact 
that the help of all senators who 
are not running or running 
unopposed is really needed to 
run the voting booths and count 
the ballots later that night. RHA 
reported that a yellow ribbon 
flag in support of US troops 
was purchased for forty dollars 
and they are working on getting 
wind breakers. 

Under new business, Dan 
Weygand asked if there was a 
vacancy on the Ad Hoc com¬ 
mittee. Tom Winston said there 
was and Ad Hoc is going to try 
“phasing students into the Ad 
Hoc committee” so they can 
better understand the system. 

Mary Connelly was present 
at the meeting to hand out 
REALM brochures and event 
calendars to the senate. 

The next meeting of the 
SGA will be held on Wednes¬ 
day March 13th at 7:30pm. 

Dr. Chomsky said that if the 
New World Order were to be 
based on peace the U.S. would 
have to change its policy. 

At this point the debate was 
opened up to questions from the 
floor, and the speakers worked 
to match each other in witti¬ 
cisms. One person asked “What 
principles did we apply in start¬ 
ing the war?”. Thompson 
replied that the principle was 
that you can’t just invade a 
country at will. These princi¬ 
ples have to be applied selec¬ 
tively since we cannot inter¬ 
vene everywhere only where it 
is most beneficial to us. 

Another person asked, 
“Where is the coherence of 
U.S. policy?” Chomsky 
answered that consistency and 
coherence are not the same, and 
that U.S. policy is very consis¬ 
tent. They consistently do what 
is best for U.S. interest. After a 
few more long winded ques¬ 
tions, the debate was ended 
because of the time constraints 
of the two speakers. 

The debate drew a crowd 
that filled Cumnock Hall audi¬ 
torium.

A New Horse comes to the U.S.

Straight from the U.K. comes a 
band named HORSE with an 
exciting sound. Their music 
can be described as 
pop/rock/soul with moving 
lyrics and excellent melodies. 
Their debut album is entitled 
The Same Sky on Capitol 
records. 

HORSE is not only the name 
of the band, but it’s also the 
name of the lead singer. Horse 
McDonald. He got the name 
from the nickname G.G. (from 
doing Gary Glitter imperson¬ 
ations), which means ‘horse’ in 
Scotland. 

Horse began writing songs at 
the early age of 12, and teamed 
up with another HORSE mem¬ 
ber, Angela McAlinden, in 
1977. They became a song¬ 
writing team, and together they 
have written some intense 
lyrics. In 1986 they got a pub¬ 
lishing contract with CBS 
Songs (now EMI). In 1987 
they made their public debut 


live on the U.K. show called 
The Tube, which led to a con¬ 
tract with Capitol records. 

Recordings began for the 
band in 1988, but got the run¬ 
around for awhile until every¬ 
thing came to a stop. That’s 
when producer Pete Smith 
came along and helped them to 
record once again, leading to a 
March 1989 tour with B.B. 
King. Just when things were 
about to pick up. Horse lost his 
voice to to a problem with his 
vocal cords. He underwent 
surgery and regained his voice 
just in time to record their 
album. I guess you can say the 
band got off to a shaky start. 

As for the debut album The 
Same Sky, it’s good, but there 
is one major problem: Horse’s 
voice. It sounds like a cross 
between George Michael and 
Cher. It’s grating, and can get 
annoying after awhile. 

The songs are extremely 
melodious, and pleasant to the 
ear, but the band needs a new 
singer. The lyrics are filled 


with passion and understanding 
about love. The song entitled 
“Never Not Going To” is the 
best one, and one line in it goes 
like this: “The biggest crime 
against love is having none.” 
That says it all. The song is 
about a person who has been 
hurt and has decided not to get 
involved romantically again, 
but then gets swept off of his 
feet.

Trendy, empty, Scenes from a Mall

In Woody Allen's first collab¬ 
orative project since 1976's The 
Front , one might think our neu¬ 
rotic hero would choose some¬ 
thing of a higher caliber. 

With the talent of Mazursky 
{Down and Out in Beverly Hills y 
also with Bette Midler) and 
Allen ( Crimes and Misde¬ 
meanors) condemning the ram¬ 
pant of self-importance of the 
80’s in those films, I thought 
this would be the stroke of two 
geniuses. 

Boy, was I wrong. 

Even before I entered the the¬ 
ater, the though of Hollywood's 
premiere existentialist meeting 
the Queen of brass brought tin¬ 
gles to my toes. What a riot it 
would be to see Woody trying 
to converse with the Divine 
Miss M! Not quite. 

So, what happened? 

In the beginning. Cole 


Porter's "You Do Something To 
Me" floats from the speakers, 
letting the audience prepare for 
what should be a catty, witty 
exchange based on the 1973 
Ingmar Bergman favorite. 
Scenes from a Marriage. Bette 
(as recently-published marriage 
psychologist Deborah Feingold- 
Feifer) and Woody (as big-time 
commercial lawyer Nick Feifer) 
send their kids off on a weekend 
vacation as they make plans to 
celebrate their 16th wedding 
anniversary. They look incredi¬ 
bly natural in their pastel jog¬ 
ging suits as man and wife, 
waving goodbye to the kids. 
They bathe together in what 
proves to be the most charming 
scene of the movie, discussing 
what the simples secrets to their 
successful marriage are. 

To pick up their presents for 
each other, they go to the local 
mall. Nick, looking rad in a 
fashionable ponytail, whines on 


his car phone, trying to clinch 
the 300K deal with Reebok ath¬ 
letic-wear. 

He picks up a framed family 
portrait for Deb, which she 
adores, and he gets a humon- 
gous yellow surfboard from her. 

This is where the real trouble 
starts — both with them and 
with he movie. 

Mazursky set the scene to 
show this hip, stressed-out 40- 
ish California couple as just a 
small part of our increasingly 
materialistic society, but 
Mazursky, credited with writing 
the script, too, forgot to put the 
tang in the tomato. 

The opening bedroom scene 
after their bath tries to show the 
unnecessary chaos we put our¬ 
selves through, as Nick and Deb 
both have personal phones that 
interrupt their exchange. It sim¬ 
ply falls flat, with a terrible pre- 
dictibility and forced physical 
comedy.

A major problem is the fact 
that Mazursky underestimates 
his audience's perceptions. Do 
we have to see yogurt, sushi, 
the Home Shopping Network, 
car phones, and Saabs to get 
the hint that these two are an 
integral part of the trendiness 
around them? 

And what about dialogue? 

Nick and Deborah bicker 
and banter in meaningless and 
repetitive dialogue so often that 
I found myself tuning out to try 
to figure out what would be 
happening next. Mazursky, in 
his desire to expose the empti¬ 
ness behind the faddish fronts, 
forgot to give his audience 
something to root for — both 
characters are hopelessly shal¬ 
low and emotionally immature. 
Are these arguments going to 
lead anywhere, and if not, do 


we have to follow them around 
listening to this nothingness? 

Unfortunately, yes. 

While it’s a pleasure to see a 
relatively relaxed Woody play 
off Bette in some scenes, it's 
downright frustrating to watch 
them struggle through cliche 
after cliche in others. In one 
particularly offensive scene, 
the couple walks into a mall 
screening of 33 that depicts 
two horridly stereotypical Indi¬ 
ans watching the film. How 
did this ever get past the 
Touchstone executives? 

It's been said that stars 
sometimes leap to work with a 
fellow actor or actress they 
admire. It's unfortunate that 
Scenes from a Mall, in all its 
strained humor, was Bette and 
Woody's choice. 

It really is.

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Things to know to help a friend through the crisis of rape 


(The first of a two-part article) 

Friends are often one 
of the first resources that people 
turn to when they have been the 
victims of rape or sexual 
assault. The emotional 
responses of victims of the 
assault may vary from 
individual to individual. 
Following are some of the 
responses and some suggestions 
about helpful ways to respond. 

FEAR of people, sense 
of vulnerability - A victim 
frequently fears people and 


feels vulnerable as she/he goes 
about the daily activities of life. 
Encourage her to be with 
friends or people she trusts. 

LOSS of control over 
her own Life - The assailant 
forced the victim to submit to 
something she did not want to 
do. You can aid her in her 
process of regaining control by 
supporting her efforts. 

Guilt. Shame or Self- 
Blame - Victims may feel guilty 
or ashamed about the assault. 
They may fear that they asked 


for it or provoked it by their 
actions or provided the rapist 
the opportunity. NO ONE ever 
asks to be raped or sexually 
assaulted or should ever be 
sexually assaulted or raped. 

ANXIETY, shaking. 
Ni ghtmares - Victims may 
experience shaking, anxiety, 
flashbacks and nightmares after 
the attack. It is usually helpful 
to encourage the person to talk 
with someone she trusts, or a 
counselor at the Lowell Rape 
Crisis Services. The hotline is 


1-800-542-5212. The number 
for the Counseling Center at the 
University of Lowell is 934- 
4331, and it is located in 
MacGauvran Student Union, 
South Campus, on the third 


floor, (the next issue will

Student speaks at 
Education Committee 

Meeting

On March 7th the Gover¬ 
nor’s Joint Committee on Edu¬ 
cation, organized to review the 
governor's budget proposal, 
opened their forum to state leg¬ 
islature, University presidents, 
and concerned lobbyists. Sena¬ 
tor Paul Tsongas iterated his 
concern that Governor Weld's 
administration had not 
addressed the cost of higher 
education as a possible way to 
cut the state budget deficit. 
Tsongas also pointed out that 
Massachusetts greatest asset 
lies in the people that form it. 

President Hogan presented 
a concise proposal to reorga¬ 


nize the current state higher 
education system. Hogan's pre¬ 
sentation also pointed out the 
eventual return that the state 
receives from higher education 
students. 

Student Trustee Patrick 
Demers, the only student to 
speak to the Committee, point¬ 
ed out the actual costs realized 
by today’s college students are 
not limited to tuition and fees. 
Demers stated that housing, 
board, text and supplies costs 
are just the beginning of the 
long list of expenditures by the 
typical student.

the Pell grant funding that all 
state institutions currently 
receive.

Hang Gliding club speaks out 


This letter is being written to 
clarify a number of issues that 
appear to have led to the dis¬ 
qualification of the Hang Glid¬ 
ing Club as an affiliated univer¬ 
sity organization. Please note 
that this represents the collected 
views of Tom Cremins, Peter 
DiSimone, Stephen Snyder, and 
David Kinahan, the club presi¬ 
dent. 

For the record, when the club 
first met in September 1990, 
there were approximately 15 
attendees. The club then pro¬ 
ceeded to meet on a weekly 
basis. However, what was 
brought to the attention of all 
the attendees was the fact that 
the club could not proceed to 
schedule any activity since we 
had not yet received club insur¬ 
ance through the university. 

As a consequence of this 
administrative delay in securing 
insurance protection, the club 
began to lose credibility to 
those who regularly attended. 
As October rolled around, stu¬ 
dents pretty much stopped 
attending altogether. During 
this period the club was await¬ 
ing word from Dean King, who 
had kindly agreed to notify Mr. 
Navis along with the club presi¬ 
dent as soon as insurance was 
obtained through the university 
attorneys. The club was fully 
aware of their responsibility not 
to proceed to provide any flying 
instruction until and unless Mr. 
King came forward with details 
of insurance protection for club 
flying lessons. 

Finally, at the next scheduled 
club meeting on October 11, 
1990 only three students attend¬ 
ed. These students, who have 
signed below, were still interest¬ 
ed in flying, but came to appre¬ 


ciate that the only possible way 
to get some flying lessons, was 
to seek out personal instruc¬ 
tions. In so far as only 3 stu¬ 
dents attended - the meeting 
was adjourned. 

Three individuals then asked 
the club president, as a personal 
favor, to check on whether 
Momingside Filght Park could 
fit in the three individuals with 
another school’s instruction 
time. Again, to emphasize, all 
parties involved note that this 
understanding was completely 
apart from any concept of being 
a ULowell club activity. Note 
that Momingside would sched¬ 
ule blocks of instruction time 
for other schools. Since the 
club was asked and fully appre¬ 
ciated their responsibility their 
own scheduled block pending 
insurance approval, the only 
hope remaining for these three 
individuals to "get going” was 
to pursue instruction in their 
respective personal capacity. 

It is important to note that the 
October 11th meeting was the 
last for the ULowell Hang Glid¬ 
ing club. In so far as the presi¬ 
dent fully appreciated that it 
would make little or no sense to 
continue meeting until Mr. King 
came forward with information, 
all further club activity was sus¬ 
pended. 

A week later, the club presi¬ 
dent personally met with the 
three individuals who had 
inquired as the availability of 
the personal instruction. This 
was not advertised meeting in 
the Connector. Nor was there 
any understanding between all 
of these parties that this was a 
get together of club members. 
There were no "club members" 
at this point since in effect. 


there was no club. The presi¬ 
dent informed these individuals 
that the head instructor at Mom¬ 
ingside (Jeff Nicloay) could fit 
them into another scheduled 
block time. The president then 
informed these individuals as to 
Mr. Nicolay’s availability, 
including directions to, and the 
phone number of Momingside. 

Note further that at the time 
this information was provided 
to these individuals, it was 
made perfectly clear that if par¬ 
ties were to proceed with 
lessons, it would be completely 
on their own accord. Since the 
club was still awaiting further 
approval from ULowell to func¬ 
tion as a sanctioned activity, 
there would be absolutely no 
connection between these 
planned lessons and the ULow¬ 
ell Hang Gliding club. The 
president was only acting to cir¬ 
culate information with respect 
to outside commercial flight 
instruction. All parties to this 
meeting agree and now sign and 
swear as to the foregoing col¬ 
lection of events and under¬ 
standings in spite of all the 
accusations to the contrary. 

In view of the above, at mini¬ 
mum, the findings of Mr. Navis 
of October 18, 1990 are reason¬ 
ably in dispute. Therefore the 
club would welcome an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss this matter fur¬ 
ther so as to reinstate the 
ULowell Hang Gliding club as 
a sanctioned university organi¬ 
zation.

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Students Unite with Legislator to promote energy efficiency 


Senator John Olver (D-Amherst), keynote 
speaker at MASSPIRG’s annual Student 
Action Conference, addressed more than 
one hundred and fifty student activists from 
across the state. As chief sponsor of the 
Massachusetts Energy Efficiency/Green¬ 
house Reduction Bill (H.2086) Senator 
Olver was presented with over 400 academ¬ 
ic endorsements which had been collected 
by MASSP1RG students working on cam¬ 
puses statewide as part of that organizations 
Energy Efficiency Campaign. 

“Energy security is best obtained from 
increased efficiency, and reduced depen¬ 
dence on oil imports, not from increased 
drilling, which temporarily feeds our addic¬ 
tion, but leaves permanent scars on our 
environment.” said Senator Olver. “Electric 
Utilities understand this, business under¬ 
stands this, and environmentalists certainly 
understand this as well,” he added. 

The main tenets of the bill include reduc¬ 
ing the sales tax on new cars and light 
trucks which get above-average fuel effi¬ 
ciency to as low as zero percent, while rais¬ 
ing the tax on gas-guzzlers. The bill would 
also provide developers of large new energy 
efficient buildings with bonuses, financed 
by assessments in inefficient new buildings. 

According to Dan Sullivan, a member of 
the MASSPIRG Board of Directors,”The 
Board of Directors unanimously elected to 
adopt energy as one of it’s key campaigns. 
These five hundred endorsements are just 
the first step in a comprehensive campaign 


plan to increase public awareness, and bring 
energy issues to the forefront of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts legislative agenda.” 

An ace reducing the greenhouse effect by 
promoting clean and efficient energy 
resources 

Chief Sponsors: Representative David 
Cohen and Senator John Olver 
The Problem: 

Massachusetts is very dependent on oil 
and other fossil fuels—burning the equiva¬ 
lent of over 170 million barrels of 
petroleum in 1989. Fossil fuel use in cars, 
buildings and power plants causes smog and 
aid rain, and produces carbon dioxide 
(C02). When C02 is released into the 
atmosphere, it traps the heat of the sun and 
causes the “greenhouse effect,” which sci¬ 
entists believe may lead to global warming.

Improving 
efficiency will not only reduce oil depen¬ 
dence, but will also reduce air pollution and 
the greenhouse effect, and increase our eco¬ 
nomic competitiveness by saving money for 
consumers, businesses and taxpayers.

♦Provide developers of large new energy- 
efficient buildings with cash bonuses, 
financed by assessments on inefficient new 
buildings. 


♦Establish a home energy rating system 
for all new homes, and a voluntary program 
for existing homes. Lending institutions 
would be encouraged to provide favorable 
mortgage terms for efficient homes. 

♦Reduce energy waste in government 
buildings by requiring energy efficient 
lighting and encouraging energy manage¬ 
ment contracts—thereby decreasing energy 
costs in state and local government budgets. 

♦Strengthen enforcement of state building 
code energy provisions. 

♦Reduce the sales tax on new cars and 
light trucks which get above-average fuel’ 
efficiency for their size class, to as low as 
zero percent. The sales tax would be 
increased for gas-guzzlers in each size 
class, to as high as 10 percent. Overall 
vehicle sales tax revenues would remain the 
same. A one mile per gallon increase in 
vehicle fuel efficiency would reduce state 
gasoline consumption by 138 million gal¬ 
lons per year. 

♦Require state agencies to purchase vehi¬ 
cles with above-average fuel efficiency.

S.S.A.M. calls for fair representation on 
Governor’s Special Education Commission 


The State Student Association 
of Massachusetts (S.S.A.M.) 
today called upon the Weld 
administration and legislative 
leaders of both political parties 
to assure placement of past and 
present state college students to 
the Governor’s Special Educa¬ 
tion Commission Relative to the 
Consolidation and Closures of 
State College and Universities. 

As stated in its title, the com¬ 
mission will study the possible 
closing and consolidation of 
certain state campuses in wake 
of $92 million in higher educa¬ 
tion cuts proposed in Governor 
Weld’s fiscal 1992 budget. 

S.S.A.M., a non-profit advo¬ 
cacy group representing 
180,000 public higher education 
students in Massachusetts, is 


requesting that Governor Weld 
appoint Robert Coughlin, a 
Massachusetts Maritime Acade¬ 
my student and current student 
representative on the Board of 
Regents, to the commission. 

The group also requests that 
the House Speaker, Senate Pres¬ 
ident and House and Senate 
minority leaders - each of 
whom shall appoint a commis¬ 
sion member from the House 
and Senate - choose a graduate 
of a community college, state 
college or public university. 

The S.S.A.M. Executive 
Director Joseph A. Langis 
called the governor’s proposed 
cuts and the creation of the 
commission a “call to alert for 
anyone concerned about the 
future of public higher educa¬ 


tion in Massachusetts.” 

“It is only fitting that a panel 
convened to determine the fate 
of state colleges included those 
educated in state colleges,” 
Langis said. “The commis¬ 
sion’s title itself indicates Gov¬ 
ernor Weld’s intentions and 
feelings toward state colleges 
and universities. Our goal is to 
insure that the commission’s 
membership is more aware than 
the governor of the importance 
and value of our public higher 
education system. Governor 
Weld need to be educated abut 
Massachusetts public higher 
education.”

Basketball/Baseball: Lane Leads Lowell 


The spring is here, and it’s 
time for Steve Lane to hang up 
the basketball sneakers and lace 
up the baseball cleats. Lane, a 
6-3, 189 pound junior who fin¬ 
ished his first basketball cam¬ 
paign last week, enters the 1991 
baseball season as one of the 
Chiefs tri-captains. 

Lane is the captain of the 
both the basketball and the 
baseball team. He is probably 
one of the top athletes in the 
University’s history. For those 
of you that slept through the 
past two seasons, here is the 
Steve Lane story. 

A baseball and basketball 
star at Reading High School, 
Lane was a Middlesex League 
baseball all-star and was Mid¬ 
dlesex League Basketball Most 
Valuable Player as both a junior 
and senior. Lane chose the 
University of Rhode Island as 
his school and he chose basket¬ 
ball as his sport. He was a 
freshman on the URI team that 
advanced to the “Sweet Six¬ 
teen’’ round of the NCAA tour¬ 
nament before being eliminated 
by Duke. As a sophomore. 
Lane began the season as a 
starter until first-year Ram 
coach A1 Skinner made big 
changes that cut Lane’s time 
considerably. When Lane 


transferred to the University of 
Lowell he decided he’d try both 
sports. Last year, while red- 
shirting at basketball, he led the 
Chiefs in batting and shattered 
the school’s stolen base record 
with 35 steals. 

During the 1990-91 basket¬ 
ball season. Lane led Lowell in 
scoring, assists and, of course, 
steals. He averaged 16 points 
per game, hit 69 three-pointers 
and ended the season with a 
career high 30 point effort vs. 
Bridgeport in the NECC play¬ 
offs. 

Last spring Coach Stone 
used Lane at second base, 
shortstop, and (when Peter Fee- 
ley was sick) even center field. 
Lane pulled through with 62 
hits in 170 appearances for a 


team leading .365 batting aver¬ 
age. He broke two stolen base 
records. The first one was most 
stolen bases in a game (5) and 
the second was most in a sea¬ 
son (35). Lane is now only 17 
bases away from the career 
mark. At the conclusion of the 
season. Lane was named sec¬ 
ond team All-Conference at 
shortstop and second team All-

Twelve team records were 
set or tied during the season 
and the Chiefs .422 FG% 
(8847/2007) was the best in the 
conference and the team’s best 
since the 1980-81 season. The 
847 field goals made set a new 
standard and five players 
scored more than 250 points 
(Worsley, Orlando-Ciarcia. 
Sanford, Rhuda, and Morrison) 
for the first time in team histo¬ 
ry. Though the Chiefs did not 
come close to launching as 
many three-pointers as last sea¬ 
son (443), they did set records 
for three-point percentage in a 
game (6/8, .750 vs. Franklin 
Pierce Jan. 16) and season 
(107/298, .359). The team also 
set single-game records for 
rebounds (70 vs. Bryant Jan. 7) 
and assists (26 vs. LeMoyne 
Nov. 24). 

Worsley and Wainwright.

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Softball Preview 1991: Chiefs to Open Season over Break 


The University of Lowell 
softball team was a new and 
improved unit last spring. Led 
by first-year coach Beverly 
Agrella, the Chiefs, with no 
seniors and only three juniors, 
flirted with the .500 mark all 
season before finishing 12-15. 
The tarn was much more com¬ 
petitive than the 1989 squad 
which posted a 4-21 record. 

Agrella expected most of 
last year’s lineup to return for 
the 1991 campaign giving the 
Chiefs a good chance to move 
above the .500 level and be 
more competitive in the New 
England Collegiate Confer¬ 
ence. However, Agrella 
learned in January that three 
key performers would not be 
returning to the team and she is 
back to where last season start¬ 
ed. The 1991 Chiefs are talent¬ 
ed, but untested. 

The biggest holes to fill are 
at first base and in leftfield as 
last year’s two leading hitters, 
Chris Hayes (.366) and Karen 
Hansen (.302), elected not to 
play this spring. Hayes was a 
NECC second-team all-star at 
first base and designated hitter 
last season. Hansen was a co¬ 
captain who anchored the out¬ 
field and was a fixture in the 
second spot of the batting 
order. Hayes led the team with 
17 runs batted in and a .527 
slugging percentage while 
Hansen had a team-high ten 
sacrifices and a .381 on-base 
percentage. 

To compound Agrella’s 
problems, Missy LeVangie, a 
promising pitcher and the 


team’s top power hitter last 
year, did not return to school 
this semester. Pitching for the 
first time in her career as a 
freshman last season, LeVangie 
registered a 1-5 record, a 3.02 
earned run average and 30 
strikeouts in 62.2 innings. She 
was the third leading hitter at 
.277 and smacked three home 
runs including a grand slam. 

Agrella 
remains opti¬ 
mistic despite 
the losses. Co¬ 
captains Mary 
Williamson and 
Maureen Casey 
lead a group of 
six returning 
letterwinners 
and 11 new¬ 
comers. The 
Chiefs pitching 
and offensive 
potential, which 
improved greatly last season, 
remain strong points. The 
pitching staff posted a 3.05 era 
and held the opposition to a 
.199 batting average. The 
offense hit 49 points higher 
(.265) and scored 61 more runs 
than in 1989. Though it may 
take time to establish a consis¬ 
tent lineup, Agrella thinks the 
Chiefs will continue to make 
progress in these areas. 

Defense and base running 
could be keys to the season. 
Lowell must avoid the big 
inning that hurt them last year. 
Four losses came in the oppo¬ 
nent’s final at bat. Improve¬ 
ment in the middle infield, 
where 31 errors were commit¬ 


ted last year, will be a bonus. 
Despite the return of 
Williamson, who has stolen 17 
bases over the last two seasons, 
the Chiefs lack team speed and 
will have to be smart on the 
basepaths to score.

PITCHING: Sophomore 
Sharon Emmett returns to lead 


to staff which also includes 
freshmen Joanne McNamara 
and Janine Davey. Emmett 
emerged as the Chiefs ace last 
spring winning ten games and 
posting a 2.65 era in 116.1 
innings. She had a fabulous 
start winning five of her first 
seven appearances and allow¬ 
ing seven earned runs in that 
span (42.3 innings). She is 
also the team’s top returning 
hitter after battling .276 with 
seven rbi's and could see some 
plate appearances as the desig¬ 
nated hitter. 

McNamara was an All- 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
selection at Tewksbury High 
and could see action in the 
Chiefs outfield. Davey was a 


two-time Middlesex Confer¬ 
ence all-star at Wakefield High 
and should also see time at 
third base. 

INFIELD: Second base is 
the only position unaffected by 
the losses from last season as 
junior Lynn Dadekian returns. 
She hit .234 and tied for the 
team lead with two game-win¬ 
ning rbi's last season. Casey 
was moved 
from catch¬ 
er to replace 
Hayes at 
first base. 
She is 
steady 
defensively 
and led the 
team with 
13 walks 
and a .418 
on-base per¬ 
centage last 
spring. Her 
offensive production should 
improve over last year (sic 
runs, seven rbi's) and that will 
be a boost for the team. 

Two newcomers will start 
on left side of the infield. 
Freshman Stephanie O’Sulli¬ 
van gets the first look at short¬ 
stop and freshman Davey will 
step in at third base. Freshman 
Colleen O’Connell and Miki 
Bryan were late additions to 
the team who will help out in 
the infield. 

OUTFIELD: Williamson, a 
co-captain for the second 
straight year, moves from 
shortstop to leftfield this sea¬ 
son; The Chiefs most versatile 
player and leadoff hitter last 


season, she hit .236 with five 
stolen bases and six rbi's. Left¬ 
field is her third position i as 
many years after stints at short¬ 
stop and third base. 

Junior Lisa Gallagher will 
get an opportunity to start in 
right field after two seasons as 
a role player. Used primarily 
as a pinch runner in her first 
two seasons, Gallagher has 
scored ten runs and stolen ten 
bases in 18 career at-bats. 
Junior Sharon Stagliola will 
replace Hansen in centerfield. 
Numbers are not a problem 
concerning the Chiefs outfield 
as any of eight players could 
see action. 

CATCHER: Sophomore 
Patti Murphy is a potential 
team leader this season and 
Agrella has moved her from 
third base to catcher to direct 
the Chiefs defense. Murphy 
was a freshman standout last 
season earning All-NECC first- 
team honors after hitting .235, 
driving in 12 runs and handling 
111 of 115 total chances in the 
field (.965). 

THE CONFERENCE: The 
Chiefs were seventh in the 
NECC last season with a 3-9 
record, but seven of the losses 
were by three runs or less 
(three by one run). Last season 
four teams finished with win¬ 
ning percentages above .571 
and the other four finished 
under .333. Agrella expects 
more parity this year. With 
steady defense and run produc¬ 
tion from new sources, the 
Chiefs could move up.

NECC Champion Chiefs Compete in NCAA Tournament 


Not much was expected of 
lie 1990-91 University ofLow- 
elTVTOM&fc^ 
team. Not after it lost five 
seniors from last season’s 
ECAC Championship team. 
Especially not after it started 
the season 4-8. 

Once the Chiefs figured out 
what was expected of them, 
they staged a remarkable 
turnaround in the second half 
and charged to the first 20-win 
season (22-9) in the 16-year 
history of the program. They 
won a Lowell basketball record 
18 straight games which includ¬ 
ed their first New England Col¬ 
legiate Conference regular sea¬ 
son and tournament titles. The 
season climaxed with the 
Chiefs first appearance in the 
NCAA Division Two Tourna¬ 
ment. 

“We simply played as a 
team,” said sixth-year coach 
Kathy O’Neil, who was named 
the NECC Coach of the Year 
after directing the Chiefs to a 
perfect 14-0 league record. “In 
the beginning, some players 
tried to do too much. When 


everyone learned their roles, we 
became a better team and dif¬ 
ferent people were coming up 
vvTnTTFlu aaiuii^ on dif ferent 
nights/* 

The Chiefs were the top 
seed in the NECC tournament 
after clinching the regular sea¬ 
son title with a 75-53 win over 
Keene State February 13. They 
won their quarterfinal matchup 
against New Haven, 83-58, and 
hosted the NECC Champi¬ 
onship Weekend March 1-2. 
Following a 79-56 semi-final 
win over Southern Connecticut, 
the Chiefs won the tournament 
championship with an 80-63 
victory over New Hampshire 
College. The season and win¬ 
ning streak ended with an 82-65 
loss to St. Anselm in the NCAA 
New England Regionals. 

“I figured we’d struggle 
some in the beginning of the 
season and be competitive in 
the league,” said O’Neil, who 
improved her overall record to 
78-90 and her conference mark 
to 41-39 including 30-12 the 
last three years (best in the 
league). Of course, you never 


expect to go undefeated in the 
conference. Winning the 
league and playing in the 
NCAA’s was real exciting 
ise it had never happened

The loss to St. Anselm was 
also the end of senior guard 
Rosalyn Worsley’iTcarg g r Thu 
co-captain is the all-time lead¬ 
ing scorer with 1,563 points 
including 1,017 in the last two 
seasons when the Chiefs posted 
a 41-21 record. She was select¬ 
ed to the New England Colle¬ 
giate Conference first all-star 
team for the second straight 
year and to the ECAC North 
first team after leading the 
Chiefs with 17.5 points per 
game, 43 three-pointers, and a 
team record 81 steals this sea¬ 
son. She was second with 71 
assists and third with 6.0 
rebounds per game. 

“Take a look at what the 
program has done since Ros¬ 
alyn came here and that’s a 
good indication of the type of 
player she is,” O’Neil said. 


“We’ve played in two big post¬ 
season tournaments the last two 
years and had three straight 
winning seasons where she’s 
been our leading scorer. Her 
stats speak for themself.” 

Worsley owns 20 individual 
records including 18 she 


She is first on the all-time lists 
for games played (114), field 
goals attempted (1355) and 
made (553), free throws 
attempted (482) an made (380), 
best free throw percentage 
(.788), and steals (199), fourth 
with 579 rebounds and eighth 
with 196 assists. In Lowell’s 
87-73 streak-starting overtime 
victory against Bryant January 
7, she scored a school record 35 
points including 12 in the extra 
period. 

The Chiefs would not have 
been so successful with Wors¬ 
ley alone. In fact, when they 
won tough, back-to-back league 
games at Keene State and 
Southern Connecticut, Worlsey 
scored nine points combined.

Head coach Jim Stone 
expects the Chiefs’ pitching to 
be the name of the game this 
year. When asked what the 
keys to the season would be.
